American colonization, and though 
the climate was rude there was no dif- 
ficulty in producing' corn and cattie. 
He believed a stream of emigration

The Domiriidii' vGovernmeDt." proposed 
to m.ye a guarantee and concessions of 
land for the line, the coustructiou of 
which within ten years was a condition 
on which British Columbia bnd acceded 
to the Confederation. A considerable 
sum was also to be spent in the im- 
provement of canals. The Imperial 
guaTai^tiap,.Tfoald enable Canada to ef- 
fe ct a l oan at lower interest than would 
otherwise be'fiecessaiy, and her finan- 
ces were in a condition which coused 
no misgiving as to her ability to bear 
the expense. It was not unreason- 
dlHie, therpfoye, that \ye should to a 
cei-tain extent help her' with our own 
credit. ' After explaining that Canada 
intended hereafter to construct the fort- 
ifications for which the loan of £1,100, - 
000 was given, but that the Domiuioa 
Government thought it inopportune 
to do this at a time when relations with 
the United Stat-es had been put on a ma- 
ture and amicable basis, and citing tlie 
. • cii)^^Hiii;<ifi,the ladif'nted - Sir ;G.- "Cflrtaer 
tbat th» defence of a small portion of fron- 
t e.- would be useless until complete an J 
elUcient'oomminiiculions between the dif- 
ferent parts of the Dominion had boon ef- 
fected, the noble earl repelled the inipu- 
tutiun that the guarantee was a bribe to 
Oanadn for conuarrence in the Treaty of 
-v^y'^uS^ .thp; a'reaty 

was-od the whole greatly beneficial to Ca- 
nada, mentioning in particular the free 
import of fish and tisli oil iuto the United 
States; that Canada wus interested ia the 
settlement of dilTerences botweou England 
and the Republic; and that tbony;h this 
ebimtry hatl reserved its right to bring 
forward the Canadian claim at a future 
time, there was no outstanding question 
JbaU^efjg^the Po^ioioq, and^the United 
otatei^ .{j(jc^)«:t^tp)a^^^ ; 
and the coantry on tne confederation of 
the North American Province.s, and ex- 
prossiufj a hope that the work would soon 
be- couipleted by the adhesion ofNuw- 
fouadla&d, be complimented the colonistH 
«on having ovorcomo local jealousuuss.uud 
invited the House to show its good will 
to tbe Dominion, and promote theaceom- 
plisLaieut of the work, by jiassiug the 
Bill. Tiio Earl of Carnarvon (bsciirdud 
tlie unworthy auggoistion that the guar- 
antee was a bribe, crediting the Govurn- 
mant with the inonpability of olferiug 
one, and expressing his contiilenuo that 
Canada would not accept anything of tiio 
I kind;.' > While hinting that ho had no 
special love for the guarantees, aod twit- 
ting the Prime Ministerand the Chancellor 
of tlie Exchequer witii having i ormully con- 
demned them, he supportetl the DiiJ, be- 
lieving the Hallway would oiion up a ter 
riiory, part of which was ricli iu minerals 
. and iu fertility. Ho dissented, however, 
fr-jm the noble earl's opinion; that tlie for- 
tifications would be inojiportuneiinsistiug 
that every country had a right to fortify 
its frontier without being supposed to 
menace its neighbors. Ho had (loi.bts as 
to the propriety of the transfer of a former 
guurantoo, though his last conversation 
with SirG. Carlior partly removed them, 
'Vxlt tie supported the Billin consideration 
of the diliiuultios under which Canada had 
accepted the Treaty, the consolidation 
and dovelopement to bo effected by the 
railway, and the fact that, even if the line 
di.l not pay, England would bo Hccured 
from loss by the gsneral revenues of tbe 
Dominion. The Duke of Buckingham 
<!onliidlj ajiproved the transfer of tbe 
former guarantee to peaceful- pnrposes, 
. .hoviu^j always., jegretted that Canada's 
•^-^Wt rfte^)«liouiabe the construction of de- 
fences which could only proteut isulalnd 
j)oints, ho miiiiituined that the strengh of 
the Doiuinioii rt-.steJ in dovoloiicd rcsour- 
oes, increa-tod population, and perfect 
means of coininuiiicadou, and that a rail- 
way promoting these objects M'onldbe the 
best provision for a contingency which 
.cvecent tran.sactions, though not altogether 
to bo approved, had made very remote. 

This (l(il)ato will he chiefly inloresting 
to CuiiuJiaiis as showing a more int(dli- 
gent appreciation of the great work of 
cmpiiointhe Wo.st. There can bo no 
doubt whatever as to the cajjacity of this 
Do_n)inion_of JJauada to.absurd England's 
-•"''irarpltja-iibpuliM^ri'^fQr- many years to 
oome; uor can it be reasonably doubt(;d 
that if tUo old empire would only awako 
to.
